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BEATEN  ON  TRACK 


DEFEAT  MANNING 


On  February  4  the  Dummer  track 
team  ventured  to  Providence  and 
brought  back  the  hard-earned  bacon 
from  Moses  Brown  School.  The  team 
showed  a  great  fighting-  heart  in 
waging  an  uphill  battle  all  the  way 
to  emerge  victorious,  34  to  28.  Wally 
Temple  was  the  star  of  the  meet  with 
a  first  in  the  300  and  the  shot-put. 

Two  trial  heats  of  the  40-yard  dash 
were  run  off  and  Hart  was  the  only 
Dummer  man  to  survive.  The  40  is 
a  much  different  race  from  the  20 
which  is  run  on  the  Dummer  track, 
and  the  boys  could  not  seem  to  last 
it  out.  In  the  finals  Lewis  led,  and 
Hart  took  third.  The  1000  was  a 
repetition  of  the  first  event  with 
Gove  coming  in  third  but  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  winner.  Austin  of  Moses 
Brown  was  pushed  hard  to  win.  This 
gave  Moses  Brown  a  16  to  2  lead  in 
the  first  two  events.  The  next  event 
was  the  relay  which  was  won  by 
Dummer  giving  them  eight  more 
points.  This  event  was  unfortunate 
for  Moses  Brown  as  their  second  man 
failed  to  make  the  connection  in  tak- 
ing the  baton  and  dropped  it.  His 
team  had  a  slight  lead  at  the  time, 
but  of  course  lost  a  great  deal  of 
ground.  There  is  no  telling  how  the 
race  might  have  come  out,  had  this 
not  happened,  but  exchanging  the 
baton  is  part  of  the  race.  The  next 
(.Vint  was  the  high  jump  which  was 
won  handily  by  Captain  Fuller. 
Crosby  took  third  place  and  brought 
the  total  up  to  within  three  points  of 
the  home  team.  In  the  shot  put  Wal- 
ly Temple  took  first  and  Hart  third, 
and  the  totals  were  tied.  In  the  600 
Hart  ran  a  great  race  and  nosed  out 
first  place  with  Page  close  behind  but 
in  third  place.  This  gave  the  Red  a 
three  point  lead  going  into  the  last 
event  upon  which  the  meet  depended. 
Temple  was  equal  to  the  responsibility 
and  stepped  into  a  good  lead  to  win. 
Smith  took  third  to  increase  our  mar- 1 
gin  of  victory.  The  victory  meant 
much  to  the  morale  of  the  team  as  the 
vanquished  had  a  strong  team  and 
were  favored  to  clean  up  in  track 
work  this  winter.
